The officers of the in- 
surgent licet have taken refuge-onboard 
the French and Portuguese warships. 
One French vessel lias put to eea with 
ninny of the rebel officers on board. It 
is said DaGama is on board the British 
warship Sierius. When the fact be- 
came known that Uatrama had offered 
to capitulate thu government Meet en- 
tered the harbor quietly. As the ves- 
sels made their way up tho bay they 
were saluted by the government batter- 
ies. The greatest excitement prevails 
in the city, streets are crowded and 
everywhere can be heard thu cry of 
"viva Pcisotto."' For the last two days 
the streets have been packed with peo- 
ple and all available trucks and hand 
carts have been busy currying household 
goods out of the city until this noon 
whim it was learned that the struggle 
was over. This was most joyful news to 
the people, who fully expected a battle. 
There has been much suffering in the 
city. 
All business houses have been 


cloHcil and it has been very di Hi cult to 
get food. I'robably 100,000 pcrsonshave 
left Hie city, railroad transportation bo- 
ing free. The government is feuding the 
poor. 


Today at 1'2 o'clock precisely the bar 


fortress opened lire upon Fort VHlegiug- 
noii. In ;i short time the government 
forces of Fort Armacao and Fort (jrag- 
gntn joined the bombardment.

Aurora leading. The other vessels were 
the Nichtheroy, America, Jtaipa, Bahia, 
Tmin;iiites, 1'arayba and two steamers 
and" live torpedo boats.

upon the appearance of the squadron 
the rebels hauled down the white^ en- 
sign from one of their ships and hoisted 
n signal which was answered 
from 


shore. A launch containing an ofllccr 
then went from one insurgent ship to 
the others and each vessel lowered the 
white ilftg. A fnw minutes later the 
white ensign came down from the fort 
and at a quarter to eix tlio government 
fleet came up tho bay and was a wel- 
come sight to the anxioua people on 
shore. 


POLLARD-BRECKENRIDGE. 


The Day 
Occupied 
in Rending 


Depositions. 


WASIIINV.TON'. March 13.-— At the open- 


ing of the Pol lanl-H reckon ridge case this 
morning Judge Bradley referred to the 
attorneys engaged in fislcuffa at the 
close of yesterday's session. The judge 
remarked as the occurrence waa after 
court adjourned and not within his 
sight, he had no jurisdiction to punish 
the participants. Then he said he had 
been credibly informed that some of tho 
lawyers for the defense were carrying 
weapons in court and added that if lie 
received adequate evidence to that effect 
he would cause the prosecution of the 
guilty parties in the police court. Then 
onu by one the attorneys for Breckcn- 
riilge entered disclaimers, declaring they 
had no weapons and bad never carried 
such articles in any court. This settled, 
the question of excluding certain ulTi- 
tlavits for plaintiff on the ground that 
they wore type-written instead of being 
in the handwriting of the deponent or 
notary, came up ami the court held the 
point well taken and excluded them. 
An exception was taken for plaintiff. 
Another deposition, that of Mrs. Dr. 
Mary Logan of Cincinnati, who at- 
tended a young woman supposed to be 
the plaintiff in her first confinement, 
was admitted. Exception taken by de- 
fense. 
During the morning there were no 


ladies in the court where the Pollard 
«ase is on, not even Miss Pollard ap- 
pearing. Her attorneys have not yet 
decided whether the plaintiff will be 
placed upon the stand to testify as she 
Ja in such a nervous state they fear she 
will not be able to stand the ordeal. 
Reading depositions occupied the court 
until the noon adjournment. The first 
witness this afternoon was Sister Cecilia 
of the Sisters of Charity of Cincinnati.

The Commons Passes the Bill fur 


Its Extinction. 


commons passed Henry Labourche's 
amendment to abolish the house of 
lords by a vote of 147 to 145, in spite of

abolishing the power enjoyed by persons 
not elected to parliament to prevent 
lilla from being submitted to her maj- 
esty and he expressed the hope that if 
necessary her majesty, with the advice 
of her ministers, would use her power 
1,0 secure the passage ot this much 
needed reform. He suggustud that this 
jbject could early be achieved by creat- 
ing ftQO new peers who wouhl vote for 
ihe extinction of the lio lists of lords.

Mr. Labouchere reckoned to achieve 
lia object. 
Labouclieru said he had 


i list of 000 stalwarts who were 
pledged to vote for the abolition of the 
iiouse of lords if they were sent there

Harcourt said the method was im- 


practicable. It must be left to the gov- 
ernment to find means to put an end to 
.lie intolerable situation. A division of

;aken and the cheering which followed 
the announcement of the result lasted 
fully a minute. Some members acted 
in the moat frantic manner, waving of 
handkerchiefs and hats continued until 
tho deputy speaker left the chair for a 
short interval. The result of the divis- 
ion on Lahoucherc's amendment was a 
surprise not only to the government, but 
to many who hud voted in favor, of the 
amendment.

porting the amendment was merely 10 
live a good division against the house of 
lords. They bad no idea that there was 
a prospect of the amendment being car- 
ried. The prospect of the resignation of 
the cabinet was thu general topic in the 
lobbies Jof the house of commons this 
evening and it ia expected that the cabi- 
net will meet tomorrow to discuss the 
mailer.

The bomb 
did some damage to the building but DO 
one was hurt. The family was in bed at 
the time.

A Number of 
Witnesses 


Examined. 


FORGING LINKS IN THE CHAIN 


Testimony of Heath's Movements 


aud Declarations Before and 


After the Killing 


The trial of the Heath case progressed 


rapidly and smoothly yesterday, the 
witnesses, with ono or two exceptions, 
being those who testified on the former 
trial. 


Some of the witnesses were interro- 


gated at length on their cross examina- 
tion) evidently for the purpose of laying 
a basis for impeaching their statements 
with regard to declarations aliened to 
have been made, which are at variance 
with their testimony. 


The alleged arrest of Sam Hocking 


as the mysterious and missing "John 
Doe" in the case, and the alleged con- 
fession of Heath implicating Hocking 
and himself in the tragedy, were regard- 
ed as mere sensational canards without 
foundation whatever, in facfc. 


The attendance in court yesterday 


was smaller than usual, and thu tusti- 
mony furnished little for the entertain- 
ment of those who expected 
sensa- 


tions, for the reason that it amounted to 
a repetition of what was already known, 
and had beuu testified tout the previous 
trial. 


MOKNINti SKSK1OS. 


J. 1C. llagsdale was the first witness 


called, and testified that he was night 
watchman in Chinatown, and knew 
McWhirter and Heath by sight. About 
10 o'clock in the evening of August 2S, 
1892, he saw Heath in Chinatown hold- 
ing n long conversation with a China- 
man who waa an interpreter in Tue 
Lee's store. He did not hear any of 
their conversation. The reputation of 
the Chinaman was not good. They 
went into the saloon and afterward 
came out und went east on Tulare street 
toward the business part of the city. 
In answer to Mr. 1-ooto witness atated 


that he did not know that Heath was 
there lo get laborers for thu Fail-view 
vineyard, lie did not know whore tho 
Chinaman was. He saw him about Tue 
Lee's place for some months afterward. 
He told witness he was going back to 
China and he luul not seen him since. 
Testified BO at formur trial and that he 
wan labor agent for Tue Leu. 


Thomas Welch was at the time of tho 
nigedy a member of the police force, 
and about 'A o'clock on the morning ot 
tlio tragedy was standing on the corner 
of G and Tuluru streets in Chinatown, 
lie hoard three shots dinlinelly; and also 
some that he could not distinguish by 
number. Heard n man yell tjiiring tho 
shooting nnd a woman's screams follow- 
ing the pistol shots. I'oliceman Mabcock 
was with him at the linu>, and they 
wont to MeWhirlcr's residence at oncu. 


They met Boslwick" on 1 street and 


nnd .1. As they approached Dr. I'ed- 
ar's place on L street they saw Willliun 
IXiviaon run into llio yard and followed 
lim. Hu told him that MeWhirtor had 
been shot and that ho was after the doc- 
tor. It was eo dark that lie did not 
recognize who Davieon was until he wim 
quite close to him. 


Witness and Itabcoek went on to the 


McWhirter residence and found Me- 
Whirter lying on ttie sofa and u number 
of people at the house. They got a 
antern and searched the yard. Ho 
found MeWhirlcr's revolver lying a 
s lort distance west of the clothesline 
post with three chambers empty, and 
jtabcock found the other revolver six or 
eight feet away near the fence with 
three chambers empty. He identified 
the pistol, also the two clubs and the 
musks. One of the clubs was sitting 
again si the fence, the mask was near an 
o icning where tlio Iwardu had been 
pulled off. They were Billing with one 
end on tho ground leaning against the 
fcnci-. The pistols were 41 nth her Colt's 
ml tern and one of them had a triangle 
on ono side and the letter "H" on the 
other cut into the breech. 


He- found two tracks 
in tho 
isoft 


ground between the water closet and 
the lattice work, with tho toes pointing 
north. 


On tho evening before hu had KCCII 


Heath about i) o'clock in Chinatown, 
near the corner of (.1 and Tulare streets, 
talking lo a Chinaman. They talked 
for Home time, and as they turned lo go 
into the saloon he heard Heath say, 
"We'll do him up." 
They went into 


the saloon and remained some time, and 
1 ion came out and went eaat along Tu- 
are street toward the railroad track and 
1 ie business parlof town. 


To Mr. Fooiu's questions on cross-ex- 


i nation, he staled that the distance from 
where he stood when he heard the shota 
to McWhirter's bouse was about a quar- 
ter of a mile. A map of the city was 
irodncpd, and upon measurement he 
stated that it was a half mile. When he 
)icked up McWhirter'a pistol ho thought 
all the chambers were empty, as It was 
loaded with short cartridges, but upon 
further examination he found that but 
three chambers were empty, nnd this 
explained his remarks made at the time 
concerning the number of chambers 
left. 


The tracks found between the closet 
nd the fence bad the appearance of be- 
: tr made by one standing still. 


He was shown the piece of rope that 


had been tacked on the club, but now 
detached, and atated that it looked like- 
the rope found, and also identified a 
piece ot clothes lim; as similar to that 
lound in 
McWhirtcr 's yard. 
Tom 


Rhodes and Mr. Packard were there 
when he arrived, and stated that a num- 
ber of persona had been walking around 
the back yard before he got there. The 
>istols were not found until they made 
the search with the lantern, lie was 
within three feet of Davison at Dr. 
Pedlar's before he recognized who it 
was; he was standing in a dark door- 
way. 
Ho was well acquainted with 


Davison at that time. The boards that 
had been pulled or knocked off the fence 
nut some nails in them. They had been 
pulled out of the stringer, lie saw no 
nails tli at had been pulled out so that 
the heads were partly out of the boards. 


A. It, Ward, proprietor and mamifac- 


urer of "Dead Shot" squirrel poison, 
__ 


was living at the time in the house of 
Mrs. Mattie Leach, corner of K and 
Calaveras. He knew Heath; had seen 
him between 9 and 10 o'clock the night 
of McWhirtur's death in the Turf saloon 
on •) street. He came in, and some one 
said "Hello, hayseed!" and Heath re- 
sponded, "I'm a 
if I'll be u 


hayseed much longer." Saw him again 
next morning in front of the abstract 
ollice on Maripoeu street and asked him 
if he hud heard that Mc'Whirler had 
been murdered. He said he had not, as 
ho had juat. got up. He yawned, and 
was looking pale. He saw him ag'.in in 
the Palm Garden Saloon, coruer of J 
and Fresno streets, with the tain ale 
man. 


About a week later he saw him aeain 
in the Bodega saloon and got to talking 
about the death of McWhirter and 
Heath said "The son of a 
ought to 


have been killed." About a week be- 
fore the murder he saw Heath have ft 
pistol that looked like a Colt'e in his loft 
hip pocket. It had a black enamel 
handle. At the time wo were discussing 
tho racket that thu iiro department had 
with the trustees some time before. 
Heath was full at the time and pul'ed 
the pistol out and lie told him to put it up. 


On the night of the murder, he and 


McNutt went from Mrs. Leach's house 
to McWhirter's. They went diagonally 
across the vacant block in front of her 
house. There were two paths. They 
went one path and Davison came run- 
ning down the other. They called on 
him to halt near the shanty in the mid- 
dle of tho block. He waa about twenty 
feet from them and told them that he 
was goiog for n doctor ; that McWhirter 
hud been shot. He thought at the lime 
it was the proprietor of the Ideal cloth- 
ing store and did not learn differently 
until about a week afterwards in con- 
versation with Davison. 


On cross-examination he said he had 


lived in one of Mrs.Blasingame's houses, 
but denied that be 
had told Mrs. 


Xoughton that ho expected to gut his 
rent reduced on account of his testimony 
in the former trial, lie told her that if 
he was starving ho would get little help 
from Sirs. BlaBtngame as she would not 
give him a dollar. In fact he found it 
was "put up or move" with regard lo 
the rent. 


Then followed a long interrogation 


with regard to his acting as amateur de- 
tective for half a day, m tho course of 
which he picked some bits of alfalfa off 
Heath's coat as a clew, and had looked 
for bullet holes in people's coaU, and 
finally abandoned the search. 


He had seen Detective McFarlane, 


who told him to keep what lie knew of 
thu case to himself and he did so. He 
bud talked some with Charles Stiilwell 
about thu case but made no written 
statement. He 
talked 
with 
Sheriff 


Henslcy of his suspicions about Heath, 
and lold him thai he had better look 
nfter liim. Lee Ulasingame had intro- 
duced McFarhmc to him, and he had 
told him what he knew of the mutler. 
It was thus that the detective advised 
him to keep mum.

The cross-examination of A. 11. Ward 


waa continued and completed without 
anything new being elicited. 


Allan V. Morse of San Francinco ICE- 


lllled Hint at tho time of thu trugudy ho 
was superintending his father's vine- 
yard went of town and had at that time 
known Healh about cighleen moulds, 
be having been in his employ. He was 
stopping at the Hughes block at the 
time; saw Heath .Sunday ovoningnt thu 
Grand 
Central 
hotel 
with Chiirlus, 


Homier; m\\v him again ut 10.30 p.m. 
talking with the clerk. He necnrcd a 
room; thought he had been drinking. 


Saw him again next morning between 


7 and 8 o'clock near the Elite saloon. 
He asked me if I had heard that Mi1.- 
Whirler had been killed. I had nut, 
and we talked of the matter some time. 
I then went to the Grand Central ho- 
tel and talked with a number of persons. 
On my \vav back he asked mo what 1 
had learned; lold him il was about the 
panic that ho had told me— that Mc- 
Whirtcr had been called out and killed, 
lie said "J shouldn't wonder Hi at they 
make trouble for mo about this." 1 
asked him how that could ho, and he 
explained about his having trouble with 
linker, who had been stopping at Mc- 
Whirler'fl house, and that some were 
saying that he had gone up there to get 
even witli him. He talked about some- 
thing bi'ing worked up against him, and 
that it would he hard for him lo prove his 
whereabouts. 


On 
crottt-cxaminalion 
liv thought 


Heath said that he; was being accused of 
tho murder and said it put him in a bad 
position, us McWhirler bad been one of 
hia best friends and had stood by hiai 
when no one elee would, and spoke 
about going to the house and offering 
bis services :ia a pulihearcr. 


W. Howard Wells, a deputy constable 


from Madern, testified that he knew 
Heath, and was in Fresno Ihc night of 
the murder, 
lietween 12.30 and 1 


o'clock a.m. he passed by the Grand 
Cuntrul hotel ami saw Heath coming- 
out of the door on the J street side. 


Ho was crosB-examined at great 


length as to his mcanderings while in 
search of a man he had a warrant for. 
He had been in attendance at the for- 
mer trial but was not called. He was 
asked if theru were not a number of 
witnesses in attendance at that time 
from Mariposa county where ho for- 
merly lived who had been brought here 
for the purpose of impeaching him, and 
for that reason he was not sworn. Ho 
waa not allowed to answer. The de- 
fense spent considerable time on thin 
witness, evidently with tho intent to at- 
tack his character by oilier witnesaes. 


He testified that 1m passed along the 


street fi;om the bunk to the Grand Cen- 
tral but did not see Johnny Henry, 
Ollicer Johnson or any une as he came 
by. 


Harry Upton of Fresno testified that 


he had been calling Sunday evening 
with Mr. llloss, and that they came lo 
the Grand Central about 10.80 p.m. 
Afterwards he went to Scott's saloon 
nml remained there some time with 
Noble Pickle, the bartender. About 1 
o'clock Heath came in nnd asked Tickle 
if some one had been there. 
He knew 


who he asked for at tho time, but did 
not recall the name. He then went out. 


On cross-examination he was asked if 


it was John Henry that he asked for, 
and that it waa about 10.!10 p.m. in- 
stead of 1 a.m. that this occurred. Hi' 
said it was not. Ho noticed nothing pe- 
culiar about Heath at that time, lie 
had no bundle with him. Heard Heath's 
name connected with tho tragedy a few 
days afterward, nnd thought back nnd 
lixcd the lime in his mind. Witness 


elnpacd between 10.30 p.m. and 1 a.m. 
Heiilh came into the saloon alone.

When it became known yesterday 


that Hocking bad arrived hcie under 
;ho escort of oflicers, wild rumors con- 
cerning him began to circulate hiuiie- 
iliately. It was stated that he was the 
mysterious "John Doe," who is supposed 
to have taken part in the McWhirter 
murder and for whom the authorities 
'iuve been looking ever since the murder 


:curred. 
Hocking having been in trouble be- 


fore, these rumors were given more 
credence than might otherwise have 
been the case. It is he who was arrested 
three years ago on suspicion of having 
murdered Clarence W. Kemsburg, an 
insurance agent of this city. The motive 
of this crime was alleged to be Kerns- 
burg's intimacy with 1 locking's wife. 
Hocking had his preliminary examina- 
tion, and, proving a good alibi, was dis- 
charged. 


As for Hocking's supposed connection 


with the McWhirter murder, it appears 
to be based upon the following alleged 
facts:
